Scward as to the construction sought to be 
pl&ced on that treaty by Great Britian, Mr. 
Clayton said, "it wai entirely new — lomothiDg 
of which he hnd never before heard. Ho nev- 
er dreamed of eucli a coustuctiun being given 
to tho language of tho treaty," 


The Treasury report is very dry, being most 


ly given up to account* nnd busiticee iletfiila. — 
The Secretary beard hard on the Stuto Hanks, 
especially those issuing nmtill n«>t«;e, intimating 
that they tend to universal bunirupcy.

iifaetura shall be odimttod free. 
All other Ar- 


ticles than those heretofore instanced, he would 
have charged one uniform rnte of fifteen or 
twenty per cent. These ho considers would 
favor the further development of our home 
manufactures. 


In the House, the announcement of a men- 


sage from the President, created an intense ex- 
citement and not a little confusion 
Tho 


President's friend* assumed that ho had ftn un- 
doubted right to leod-in his Message, notwith- 
standing tho House waa yet without an organ- 
ization. 
Other* maintained the reverse. — 


After a, fierce debate, and much squabbling 
about parliamentary rules, it was decide'! by a 
vote of 87 ngainit 126, that the Message should 
not be read. The House then agreed, by four 
majority, to lay the whole subject on the table 
after which it resumed the interesting perform^ 
anoe* which ha* occupied it cloiely for tbe 
last month — balloting for Speaker. 


The course of affairs in the House indicates 


that the publication ofthe President's Message 
has poitponed, indefinitely, an organization. — 
All the parties are embittered and solidified 
by the influence ofthe Message ; and the Pres- 
ident, hnvinii accomplished the personal pur- 
pose of getting out his high bid for the Cincin-, 
nati nomination, no longer seeki to facilitate 
the organization. One thing certain — the Re- 
publican* can afford to wait as long a* the Ad- 
ministration. Beiidei, the sentiment of their 
conitituents, a» it comes back i* unanimous in 
favor of the nomination of Mr. Bunks, and of 
(tanding by it, if nccoeasary, the 4tli of March, 
1857.

The idea generally entertained that the im» 


mense arid plain* lying between the Missiaaippi 
and Kocky Mountains must remain for ever 
unsettled 
and uncultivated, on the account 


of scarcity of water and fuol, is likely to under- 
go nehitnge. 


Scientific men are now exploring theie plains 


or prniries, anil from tbe little we henr oftheir 
researches the prospect appears good thnt an 
abundance of coal and water can be obtained 
nt a gmiill ouclwy uf inouey and labor. Suc- 
cessful experiments have been made in testing 
tho practicality of boring artesian wells. 
Near the Pecos river, about the thirty second 
parallel, at t/ic dnpth of aix hundred and fifty 
feet, the greatest abundance of perfectly pure 
water was obtoined. Besides thin the opera- 
tion developed the existence of coal bed*, en- 
tity ncceaaible, and, as far as tbo experiments 
have progressed, evidently underlying the 
whole of tbat immense country. 


The importance of this discovery will at once 


bo apparent. If rivers cannot be created by 
these well*, water sufficient may be obtained 
fur all the purpose of irrigation, nnd thus the 
plains may become as thickly inhabited and 
the Ittnd rendered as productive as any other 
portion of ou.- country. With plenty of coal 
fuel, the want of timber will hardly keep back 
the pioneer; for the materials for building are 
too numerous to admit such a supposition. 
The thorn will doubtless grow tbero as well as 
here, and livo hedgeu, even in sections where 
forest* are nhtiudent, are now adopted by the 
farmer. 


The expedition for making thrie observations 


and experiment* on the great Western prairies 
was sent out by the Government only a ihort 
time since, nnd it certainly may be considered, 
with the success which baa attendedJhe exper- 
iment, as one of the most important that has 
been commissioned. Million* of acre* of tbe 
best !and will thu* be opened up to agricultu- 
ral enterprin >, and the country lying between j 
the Miesicstppi and the Rocky Mountains, in-j 
stead of remrining a desert waste, doomed to' 
•olitudeand barrenness, will become settled 
with an energetic population, and pour it* rich 
product* into tbe lop of commerce,
